The Rabbis and Ministers of all Congregations throughout 
the country are asked to appeal to their cong efzants on these 
lines on the coming Sabbath, and to muke the tecessary arrange 
ments for recerving matzos trom those who have them and 
making them avatlible to such as are without.” 


IRISH-MADE MATZOS 


Local Ration of Three Pounds Each 


Irish Jewry wilt this year be cating Lrish-manulactured matzos 
for the first time. Hitherto, matzo, came trom Great Britain 
and the United States, but owing to war conditions, including 
restrictions on export, could not be imported this yea! 

In the circumstances, and at the instance of the Jewish 
Representative Council of Etre, the Eire Government were good 
enough to release a quantity of white flour suflicient to supply 
the Jewish community with matzos tor tts Passove! requirements. 
Ii i, estimated that each member of the community will receive 
about three pounds of matzos which will have to last for the 
full eight days of Passover. In view of the shortage of fleur 
and the limited quantity of matzos available, the matzos will 
be strictly rationed 

Che arf~neements for the manufacture and distribution of 
the matzos are under the aegis of the Jewish Representative 
Council of Eirc, acting co-operation with the local 
Ecclesiastical Committee: and both bodies are being con- 
gratuluted on the eflicient way they have dealt with a dillicult 
problem. 


AXIS HAILS OPPOSITION 
TO JEWISH ARMY 


Wireless stations in the enemy countries and in the Nazi- 
occupied territories have given considerable aticntion to a 
statement reported to have been tssued by 62 American Rabbis 
against the ¢reation of a Jewish Army. 

The Bari station in Haly, broadcasting in Arabic, repeated 
the report several times, accompanied by a declaration that 
hiuherto the Arabs in Palestine had lived at peace with the 
*“natriarchal” Jews, but now they were also able to erect 
the tact that Retorm Rabbis in America, too, were in accord 
with the ideology of the Mutti of Jerusalem in his opposition 
to the demand for the creation of a Jewish Army, to Zionism, 
and to Jewish Nationalism 

The German and other Htalian radio broadcasts took a 
diflerent view of the attutude of the 62 Rabbis, attobuting 
to the action of the British Government who had supposedly 
succeeded m bribing them to support the opposition to the 
fionmmt plan This view was also favoured by the Nave 
controlled Paris radw.

forced to. dig ther own graves first and were then mown down 
by machine-gun lire The children were thrown ite the VIAVES 
alive and buried. Partisans declare there were several hundred 
Russian witnesses of this ghastly atrocity.

Ministry of Food Announcements 


The Ministry of Food has again made special arrangements 
to meet the ration requirements of Jews during Passover, and 
has issued the following announcements on the subject covering 
consumers, Certain reception areas, and tne trade: 

Kasher butter for Passover will be available for sale by retail 
in specially printed wrappers at a price hot exceeding Is. 7d, per 
Ib. Kasher sugar will also be available, but no special arrange- 
ments will be made in respect of kasher meat since it is Assumed 
that those persons who require such meat are already registered 
with kasher butchers. 

The Jewish customers of any retailer who is not willing to 
supply kasher butter and sugar will be allowed to purchase their 
requirements from another retailer. For this purpose applica- 
tions should be made to the local Food Office and should be 
accompanied by the ration books, or by the relevakt deposited 
pages of coupons, which must be recovered from the retailers. 
Emergency ration cards will then be issued and the appropriate 
ration book coupons will be cancelled. 

fo enable Jewish evacuces living in billets in reception areas 
to celebrate Passover in accordance with the Passover Dietary 
Laws, the Ministry of Food has made arrangements for enabling 
the Chief Rabbi's (Kosher Canteen) Commitice, on behalf of 
the Jewish Board of Deputies, to obtain the appropriate supplies 
of food for use in Passover emergency restaurants established by 
the Committee for the purpose. :

Kasher butter, which will be subject to the current Butier 
(Maximum Pricesy Order, will be available in specially printed 
wrappers: retailers requiring supplies are advised to communicate 
with the Wholesale Supply Association. 83, Cannon Street. 
London, E.C.4. Supplies of Kasher sugar will be available 
through the usual wholesalers. 

Any rctailer may obtain Kasher butte: without the authority 
of a buying permit even tt he has not dealt previously with one 
ot the specially nominated wholesalers, but his normal order for 
ordinary butter must be reduced proportionately and the amount 
ot kasher butter obtained must be shown separately on form 
GC. The name of the suppher trom whom the kasher butter 
was obtained must also be given.

“ COLONEL BLIMPS ” 


Continental Zionists UrBe Revitalisation 


“We, too, have our ‘Colonel Blimps’ in the Zionist movement,” 
So said Dr. t. Schwarzbart, speaking at a meeting organised 
by. the Council of Continental ‘Zionists at 69, Belsize Park, 
N.W.3, on Sunday. Dr. E. Felix presided. 

The subject of the mecting was ** What is the programme of 
the Council of Continerital Zionists? " and the two other 
speakers were Dr. L. Merkin and Dr. L. Zelmanovitz. 

Dr. Schwarzbart dealt with the various points in the 

memorandum which the Council had drawn up, and while 
making it clear that the Council was not established with the 
object of conducting an opposition to the Zionist Executive, 
they did insist, he said, on playing their rightful part in the 
councils of the Zionist Movement. They wanted to support 
and influence the work of the Zionist Executive. They, too, 
had their “Colonel Blimps” in the Zionist Movement and 
they were determined not to allow them to influence the course 
of thew politics. 
_ A large number of Zionists from the Continent were now 
in London, he continued, and although they were not entitled 
formally to represent 600.000 organised Zionists trom the 
Continent, their voice should be heard and their help would 
be a great asset to the Zionist Movement in general. He also 
stressed the point that one of the main duties of the Zionist 
Executive should be to deal with the fate of the whole of 
European Jewry, because that fate was closely connected with 
the Zionist Movement. Before the war hundreds of thousands 
of Zionists from the Continent were kept informed by their 
organisations about the way in which the movement was being 
conducted, Those organisations no longer existed, and it was 
therclore only just and proper that these fragments of Con- 
tinental Zionists should be represented by Zionist bodies in 
the Executive, and around it. 

Pr. Schwarzbart also stressed the importance of unity, 


English Jews who are Shumbering 


Dr. LL. Merkin said the Continental Zionist, had. after all. 
been pioneers in Zionism and Eretz Yiseacl, and one of thei 
objects was:to revivify the Zionist body politic in this country. 
He dil not mean to infer that it was not alive but that i 
was not as alive as it ought to be. They wanted to help in the 
preparation of the Zionist programme as ihe war situation 
developed and tor -the post-war period. Another of thei 
functions was to awaken those English Jews who Were slumber- 
ime when wm came to the pressing problems aflecting the future 
ol them people. 

Dr. L. Zeimanovitz stressed the point that just as a few 
days ago in Palestine the Jewish National Assembly steod and 
spoke together, so m Great Britain collaboration should be 
established. He demanded that the Executive should immedi- 
ately appoint a “ Galut Committee ” to study the conditions 
of turopean Jewry of to-day as well as solutions for the 
future. tle also urged the need of a united frent in which 
Brush Zionism should give the lead. 

In the discussion Mr. J. Frankel urged the Zionist Organisa- 
tron to accept the agreement come io between the South African 
Zionist Eederation and the South African N.Z.O. 


JEWISH WORLD AGENCY URGED 


A meeting of the Igul (Alumni Association of Zionist 
Fraternities of Austrian Universities) took place fast week at 
ihe Beth Am, 69, Belsize Park, Gacob Elitich Society), 
ut which 1); J. Zollschan spoke on the ol anew 
conception ol Jewisn ideology and of a new orientation of the 
Jews alter the war within the tramework of world reconstruc- 
tion. He said thatSationalism. bad had a diflerent meaning at 
ditlerent time, and that the Zionist ideology of the time of 
Theodor Herzl was no longer suilicicnt to meet the threat 
of the modern “ racial” anti-Semitism which insinuated lies 
and miyconceptions into history. He urged the broadening of 
the bases of present Jewish ideology by including all Jews im 
the world, even the non-Ziontsts, and demanded the creation 
ol a Jewish World Agency, which should not be lumited to work 
lor Palestine alone but should deal with all questions of the

AMERICAN JEWISH LEADERS AND 
PALESTINE POLICY 


Deputation to U.S. Secretary of State 


A delegation representing the Emergency Committee for 
Zionist Atlaus, the American Jewish Congress, the American 
Jewish Commuitice, and the Banat Biiuth, last week waited on 
Mr. Sumner Welles. Acting Secretary of State, and asked him 
to use his good offices with the United States Government to 
obtain .a change in the immigration policy of the Palestine 
Government, reports the Jewnh Telegraphic Agency from 
Washington. 

The delegation. which was composed of Rabbi Stephen S. 
Wise, Mr. Louis Lipsky, Mrs. de Sola Pool, Mr. Maurice Wer- 
theim, and Mr. Henry Monsky, presented to Mr. Welles a 
memorandum stating that the present policy of the Colonial 
Otlice and the Palestine Administration with regard to the 
admission of Jewish refugees was creating tragedy and suffering 
for Jewish victims of Nazi terrorism and was likely to cause 
more tragedies like that of the Struma. 


A tribute to Jewish achievements in Palestine was paid by 
Mr. Jose! David, one of the members of the Czechoslovak State 
Council, at a reception given by the Jewish Agency last week 
at the Anglo-Palestigian Club in honour of Mr, Prokos Maxa, 
President of the Council, and Mr. David. Professor Sclig 
Brodetsky presided, and Mr. Berl Locker welcomed the guests.

PALESTINE’S ECONOMIC 
SITUATION | 


Unemployment Almost Nil 
HARDSHIPS FROM MOUNTING PRICES 


Our Jerusalem Correspondent cables this wegk: 

Taken by and large, the economic position of Palestine has 
unuergone many changes since tne beginning ol i941, with 
unbemproyment hgures wechning sharply aunost to nothing and, 
conversely, EMpwyMent merasing im virtually all brancnes ol 
inuustry. But the sharp rise in the prices of. goods and the 
scarcity of goous which icads to this situation are a cloud 
on the otherwise orignt OUtIOOK im the country s cconomy. lhe 
recent speech, tharciorc, ot the acw rood Contioiicr, Mr. 
Geourcy Walsh, comes most umely with its foreshadowing ol 
a wider application of the system of ravioning. : 

Figures for Jewish unemployment at the beginning ol 1942 
amounted to only 2,000, which represents about 1.5 per cent 
of all Jewish wage-carners in the country—a figure which ts 
below that of the labour reserve necessary for the expansion 
of industry and other branches of effort. Employment in the 
armed Forces and in military camps and instututions caused a 
tremendous decline in the numoers of those without jobs, 

Bricfly, the economic position of Eretz Yisrael may be 
summarised as nearing the state of the fullest employment, with 
the utilisation of almost all available resources, but with 
deficiencies on the distribution side causing severe hardship 
among the poorer classes of the population, The middle classes 
similarly are feeling the strain imposed by higher prices 

Authorities in the.economic sphere whom I have spoken to 
point out that the continuing flow of capital is becoming an 
over-supply, finding difficulties of outlet. A steady increase 
in bank deposits brought the total for December to £22,000,000, 
the highest ever recorded. This “ redundant ™ capital, which 
is partly the result of excessive profits in individual concerns, 
secks avenues of imvestment, and thus creates an artihcial demand 
for goods, with the result that an ever-increasing spiral upwards 
of prices is caused in a small country. Hitherto, the Govern- 
ment has been undecided on the means of usefully diverting 
this flow of “ surplus “ deposits, nor has it issued War Bonds 
in accordance with the recent legislation announcing them. In 
addition, wm seems that the military situation. in the Fas Fast. 
with its influence on India and Palestine’s own supply channels 
may compel mor radical restrictions on-local consumption and 
distribution.

Jews 
cannot cure anti-Semitism by propaganda. It is for non-Jews 
to ctlect the cure. Jews can only look to a pulicy and a pro- 


gramme that in the Course of decades will rebuild Jewish life 
in the National Home amd thus reduce the pain Also in Geluth 
D;. Parkes’ sorry outlook tor the future only emphasises the 
correctness of the Zionist thesis, and it is the Zionist outlook 
alone that can help, not mercly in terms of Eretz Yisrael, but 
also in Galuth life, the Synagogue, the School. and the Com- 
munity; it will give the Jew the inner strength to stand out- 
raveous fortune.

I 
Britwin, notwithstanding, cannot go baek to a policy of fully 
implementing the Balfour Declaration and the Mandate, and 
Provide conditions in Palestine that will make for lasting friemd- 
ship between the Arab and Jewish masses, then a principal Jewish 
Plank must be that the Mandate be administered by a Permanent 
Mandates Commission, or by a State that docs not possess 
Britain's complex of problems. 

The prerequisite for any effective action, however, in my 
View, is the departure of Zionist leadership from Anglo-Jewry 
and the setting up of a Zionist Administration not associated 
with defeat and failure, that will convince Britain that this time 
there will be no lying down and that Jews, too, are in this war 
to uphold rights and to prevent the one-sided breaking of solemn 
engagements.

IN a letter in this issue, Mr. Salmond S. Levin, a life-long 

Zionist and former official of the movement, lays down 
an important proposition.

While there may be nothing new in this proposition, 
as readers of THe Jewish CHRONICLE will. be aware, 
its importance, and its vital consequence to the future 
of the Jewish National Home, is beyond question.

Has it enough of probability to justify its 
voverning not only Government policy but far too olten 
even Jewish statesmanship? In his recent book, “ His 
berrible Swift Sword,” the Rev. Dr. Maclean, a former 
Chaplain of St. Andrew's Church, Jerusalem, makes it 
clear that the Jewish National Home must cither develop 
or wither away. It cannot remain at its presen state 
of development, but must go torward or backwards. 
Every intelligent Arab—and the Arabs are an intelligent 
people, even very many of those whom circumstances 
have kept illiicrate—knows what a cramped, stifled, and 
decaying Yishuv would mean to him in terms of physical 
well-being. The value of the Jewish Natronal Home to the 
Arabs of Palestine is strikingly declared by the rise in 
the Arab population which in Palestine has increased 
lar more quickly than in any other part of the Arab 
world. HH this estimate of the Arab’s intelligence be truc, 
us there is the best reason to believe it is-——did not the 
Arab landowner with acres to sell protest against the 
restriction of Jewish land purchase?—then surely the 
fear of making him hostile by promising a continuance 
of Jewish enterprise and energy in Palestine is an 
imaginative figment and its effect on policy a political 
blunder? Why should Jews entertain any qualms about 
denouncing an attitude which ts mischievous in thei 
cause and not conducive to British interests either, since 
it lowers the prestige of this country, challenges the 
reputation of its pledged word, and encourages the 
suspicion that it has still not entirely shed its disastrous 
“ appeasement obsession? 

li has often been urged, and rightly, that Britons are 
so preoccupied with their own war anxieties that they 
are inclined to forget or underrate those which confront 
other peoples (including the enemies) engaged in this 
mighty struggle. A similar blinkered view is certainly 
adopied in the case of Palestine and the greater Arab 
problem. Government and officials are so possessed 
by fear of what the Arab might do or think or feel that 
they torget that the Arab has fears and difficulties in 
plenty of his own. Make no mistake about it, the 
Arab sees the shadow of Nazi military might stealing 
closer to his own soil. Except for a quisling here and 
there who has sold his soul to assure the safety of his 
skin or to get in on the ground floor in case the Hun 
should invade, with such few exceptions the Arab knows 
well the pitiless slavery which sooner or later would 
await him under the Germans or their satellites. He 
realises full well that only Britain and her Allies stand 
between him and the complete loss of his independence, 
his subjection to the Nazis’ brutal ** New Order ” (which 
means, the turning of occupied lands into milch cows 
for German avarice). It is an extraordinary wunder- 
tating of Arab shrewdness to suppose that he will so 
misconceive his own interests as to stab in the back 


his only defenders against such a fate. Egypt, in her 
latest Parliamentary elections, has shown up the false- 
ness of such a supposition. Syria, which has had expert- 
ence of “ Vichism and the Italian Armistice Commis- 
sion. and now sees at hand its own freedom, guaranteed 
by the Allies, will scarcely jeopardise its prospects by 
betraying Great Britain, the greatest guarantecing 
influence for its future liberties. And the same may 
fairly be postulated of the other Arab States. The fear 
therefore of Arab hostility if Jewish Palestine aspirations 
are frankly and honestly proclaimed has no substantial 
basis in reality. On the contrary, many Arabs in Pales- 
tine, who have prospered with the growth of the Yishuv, 
would at least rejoice inwardly, and be encouraged by 
British firmness to do so openly. 

Zionists’ hesitation to state their objectives in a 
simple formula that even the ignorant mind can easily 
understand, and above all to stick to that simple 
formula, is no doubt to some considerable extent due to 
the presence of the small but influential element in 
Jewry which is still hostile to the Jewish National cause, 
No movement has the right to expect an absence of 
domestic opposition. Human aflairs are not ordered so. 
But the one way to deal with it is so to fire the enthusiasm 
of the masses that they will carry the movement forward 
irresistibly to triumph. That can only be achieved 
if the masses know cleatly and with reasonable 
preciscness what they are out to get, and what solution 
they are secking to a problem of which most are aware 
even if limited mentalifies prevent their grasping the 
significance of the Zionist analysis thereol. Second only 
in importance is a clear Knowledge of this among the non- 
Jewish masses, less directly concerned. 

Mr. Levin urges that “highly controversial and 
woolly-minded ideas like a Jewish State which Zionists 
refuse to define “ should not be brought forward. He 
argues that Jews have their rights and charter wy the 
Balfour Declaration and the Mandate and that it ts 
not up to them but to the nations that accepted the 
obligation to tind un alternative tormula.. If that means 
that Jews must insist on the importance if not para- 
mountcy of Palestine in any plan tor Jewish salvation, 
it must command assent. But if mt means that Jews 
are to lie back supinely and leave the clarification 
of the general principles of their cause to others, con- 
tent to rest on instruments that have been proved by 
actual events to be an easy prey for the sophistries of 
default, then the suggestion must be ruthlessly rejected. 
It the Zionist movement has not the courage and capacity 
to state and state again and again its object, in simple 
terms at least as precise as those of the Atlantic Charter, 
so that all may understand, then Zionism is indeed lost 
and no amount of Palestine charity or Palestine enter- 
prise or Palestine sentiment can save it. The Basle 
programme with its wording clogged with the niceties 
of a demoded diplomacy means little to-day to the 
young Jewish remnant torn and bleeding and crying out 
lor salvation. It means to them and to the young people 
ol Jewry, whose eyes are opened and who out of the 
darkness have seen a great light, no more than that clumsy 
phrase of the nineteen-twenties “the upbuilding of 
Palestine.” lo them, to those in whose hands rests 
largely the fate of Israel, there comes the call for a 
simpler, nobler goal, to establish again not Palestine but 
the people of Israel in all the land of Israel, and tn that 
work to build again not Palestine merely but Zion, to 
the glory of God and as a blessing to mankind. With 
such a purpose there can be no twisting and turning 
of phrases and definitions of our aims, no fears of 


Stating our objects whole and undiminishable. — The 
phrase was given long ago by a great Zionist of the 
last generation: “The land of Israel tor the people of 
Isracl —-the rest can be left to commentary. 


CARTE BLANCHE FOR MISCHIBE-MAKERS 


Wuetner the Home Secretary's, or rather the Govern- 
ments, action in relation to the Daiy Mirror was Wise in 
that particular case is a matter upon which there must 
naturally be diflerences of opinion. It is necessary to point 
out, however, that while the Government must obviously 
keep a watchtul eve on an often critical press, and not 
shrink trom taking steps against what they consider an 
abuse of the rights of free expression, they have, in fact, 
at the same time, remained apparently indifferent to certain 
trashy and mischicvous publications whose tone and con- 
tents brand them as nothing better than the virulent and 
strife-begetting anti-Semitic poison proclaimed by Hitler his 
“ deadhest weapon.” The immunity will no doubt be justi- 
hed on the grounds that the mischief-makers are obscure 
and thew efforts puny, and that to prosecute the responsible 
parties would only be to drag nonentities into the lime- 
light and magnify their importance, But the effect of 
permitting such dangerous stuff in war time may, and prob- 
ably will, be also to encourage imitators. The old Scottish 
adage, “ many a mickle makes a muckle,” surely has some 
relevance in this connection. The country cannot afford 
such luxuries,” however seemingly negligible-—especially 
during a. period when a feeling of “ frustration” and 
“ bewilderment” is, as Mr. Attlee admits, abroad, Only 
misguided judgment can reconcile itself to two doubts 
growing in the popular mind where only one grew before. 
And that at least the pamphlets we refer to are flagitious 
disseminators of doubts calculated to bedevil the national 
effort there can be no denying, whatever one’s ultimate views 
on the Datty Mirror incident, 


THE ENEMY WITHIN THE GATES 


Tne distinguished American journalist, Edward R, 
Murrow. has done a real service to the British and Allied 
cause by his broadcast last Sunday in which he outlined 
the kind of criticisms which are being levelled in certain 
quarters of his country against the British war effort. The 
same may. no doubt, be said of the broadcast in which Lord 
Halifax revealed some of the facts of Britain's great 
achievements in the conflict to date. That these authorities, 
however. should have deemed it necessary to enlighten the 
peoples of the two Democracies ts a measure. of the persist- 
ence with which certdin elements in the United States 
continue. some deliberately, some unintentionally, their 
mischievous activities and, incidentally, a confirmation of 
warnings uttered after America had entered the war. 


People were warned not to set too much store by the 
unanimity with which American fifth columnists, and pro- 
Nazis (conscious or unconscious), protested their loyalty to 
their country in the first flush of national excitement after 
Pear) Harbour. The conversion was too sudden and too 
vchement, and it was predicted that its hollowness would 
soon become apparent. The dog has now duly returned to 
its vomit. and the necessity for sleepless vigilance to counter 
the work of domestic enemies has been made plain even to 
the most myopic of observers. It should be noted that 
the criticisms of Britain enumerated by Mr. Murrow showed 
obvious traces of a well-drilled chorus, working, in happy 
harmony, with Dr. Goebbels’ lines of attack, and aimed, 
equally obviously, by organised agencies at vulnerable spots 
in the Alhes morale. Relatively to the great mass of 
Americans. the numbers of these “ poison peddlers ” may be 
small but their power, by starting hispering Campaigns, of 
by working urder the guise of open and sincere criticism 
is vers far from negligible. Mr. Murrow’s address demon- 
strates that Americans are awakening to the danger. It és 
to be hoped that the consciousness of the same perl in 
this country is not allowed to sleep and its significance not 
relegated to 1940, the Dunkirk days, and all that,

lis coming Sunday, almost, the eve of Passover, the 
Festival of Freedom, has been chosen by representative 
Polish Jews in this country as the Dav of Polish Jewry. 
lhe orgamsers urge that m be marked in the Americ; 
the British Empire, and elsewhere by meetings of which 
the purpose should be to reveal -the word ts used advisedly 

to the world the ghastly sufferings of Polish Jews, a: 
well as Polish Jewry ’s contribution to the Allied war effort. 
Ihe interest of the Jewish and non-Jewish press is to be 
invoked, the tacts of the terrible martyrdom of the Polish 


‘communtiy are to.be presented to the Allied Governments 


and diplomats. and other steps taken in-line with these moves. 
It is to be a Day of Solhdarity of the whole of Jeurs 
with its Polish coreligionists, and of solidarity too of these 
corchigionists throughout the world ‘vith the struggle of thei 
native land tor mdependence and freedom and with the 
light of the Polwh Jews for their rights in a redeemed 
lutherland. The proposal is eminently desirable and timely, 


for there must be few among the non-Jewish masses who 


can have even an inkling of the terrible tragedy which ha 
overtaken “a Once great condemned now not 
only to share the grievous national sufferings but the extra 
horrors superimposed on these by the fiendish devices of the 
anti-Semitic enemy. 


Non-Jews supping daily on Hitler horrors and surfcited 
bs them have had ttle eve for the specific Jewish plight. 
Ihe Nazis have had the cruel idea of organising anti-Jewish 


exhibitions mixtures of lampoons and slanders from 


which all decent men in the countries under the Nazi heel 
have turned away im contemptufous disgust. Even some in 
pre-war Germans’ are said to have expressed discreetly a 
similar contempt. After the war, exhibitions which will 
reveal the Nazi acts of bestiality perpetrated both on Jews 
and non-Jews ought to be organised for the benefit of a 
beaten Germany so that its people undergoing the proces: 
of re-education advocated by Lord Vansittart may know 
with what infamies their name has been blackened by the 
Nazis. In the meantime one cannot refrain from the thought 
that if half the space given in the press to the misdeed: 
of a tiny proportion of Jewish © black-marketeers were 
devoted to the facts of the tortured Jewish millions. some- 
thing would be gained for justice—or at any rate for the 
public's sense of proportion. 


THE MATZO SHORTAGE ‘ 
DiRING the past few weeks, something like consternation 
has been aroused among many Jewish people by the dith- 
culty experienced in obtaining their usual supplies ol 
matzot for Passover week. Some people have tramped 
from shop to shop, only to find that matzot were drastically 
rationed or “sold out.” The excuses offered include lack 
of material, of man-power, or both. They are not con- 
vincing. The question is being asked whether the possibility 
ol @ matzo shortage was ever envisaged and, if so, whether 
any steps were taken to meet it, so that some semblance ol 
orderly Organisation should have operated in the distribu- 
tion of available supplies. Nothing of the sori would 
appear to have been done or attempted. Almost af the 
eleventh hour, the Beth Din have intervened with an urgent 
appeal to those in the Community, who have provided tor 
their own needs to help the less fortunate out of ther 
own store, and have further asked that the request be 
emphasised in the Synagogue pulpits. We earnestly hope 
that this appeal will not go unanswered. To help our 
coreligionists perform a great religious duty will be nol 
only an act of brotherly kindness done in an hour of trial, 
but a real Kiddush Hashem, an honour to the faith we 
cherish, and a proof of our own religious sincerity.

Rabbi Silver Condemns Tangled Palestine 
Policy 


Rabbi Abba Hille! Silver created a unforgettable impression 
during his busy day in Manchester. yesterday week when he 
spoke at a juncheon at the Assembly Rooms, Cheetham, ai a 
meeting of the Pro-Palestine Committee, and at a meeting at 
Maccapean House, at which Dr. P. 1. Wigoder presided. 

ealestine, said Dr. Silver, was an important outpost of the 
British Empire. The United States were amazed that the British 
Government had. not recognised the urgency of strengthening 
this Outpost to the utmost, and they found it difficult to under- 
stand the hesitancy of the British to permit the Jews of Pales- 
tine to fight as a Jewish Army under a Jewish flag. under 
British command, thus giving the Jews equal status with the 
Free French, Free Czechs, Free Poles, etc. . 

Speaking of -the Struma disaster, the Rabbi said the British 
Government began a policy of appeasement and that policy 
was now so tangled and, obscure that the only way out was 
to cut the Gordian knot and to get back to the fundamental 
principles of the Balfour Declaratron and the Mandate. 

immediate tasks confronted the Jews, asserted Dr. Silver. 
They must give their utmost to ensure victory, for “ an Axis 
victory might mean defeat for Britain, but it means extermina- 
tion for us.” There must be no appeasement in the councils 
of our people. Every Jew must speak up for the rights of the 
Jewish people. “ Enlighten, explain, and appeal to your non- 
Jewish friends to help solve thé perennial problem of Jewish 
homelessness. Strengthen the positions .we have erected in 
Palestine, so that it will be 1eady for its great post-war task.”

GUARDIANS PRESENT PORTRAIT TO 
MR. PHILIP LAZARUS 


The 75th annual meeting of the Jewish Board of Guardians 
was held on Sunday at Frankenburg House. Mr. Philip Lazarus, 
Vice-President, who occupied the chair, was presented with 
his portrait on the occasion of his 80th birthday. 

in presenting the annual report, Mr, Lazarus referred to the 
death of the President, Mr. Nathan Laski, and the Medical 
Officer, Dr. Robert Green. Mr. Lazarus said that applications 
for relief during the year had been reduced. “ When our poor 
can get work they don’t seek relief; which speaks volumes 
for the character of our poorer brethren.” He warned the 
Community against complacency, and said they had to prepare 
for post-war poor relief. 

Mr. Mamiock, Treasurer, ‘presenting the balance-sheet, 
said 1,877 applications for relief were dealt. with, at a cost 
of £5,985: 70 per cent of which was granted to widows, sick, 
aged and infirm. There was a decline in relief payments, and 
the deficit had been reduced by £700. The scale of relief had 
touched rock bottom, and from now on would increase. Mr. 
Mamlock said that at the request of the Board, the grant trom 
the Manchester Corporation had been reduced by £4,000, and 
that of Salford by £400. “ My ambition is that once again 
we shall keep our own poor, and not have to turn to the civic 
authorities.” Mr. Mamlock condemned the overlapping of 
Jewish relief organisations.

“ Jewry Must Speak and Act Now ”’ 


The biggest audience that has attended a Zionist demonstra- 
tion. in iimaee in recent years heard Rabbi Dr. Abba Hillel 
Silver deliver a stirring address in support of the Second Keren 
Hayesod War Appeal last week.

be destroyed. “ We Jews,’ Dr. Silver said, “* have once again 
become the symbol in the struggle between God and sin. We 
are confident that we shall emerge victorious.” 

The Jewish problem must be ‘solved at the end of the war. 
and to achieve their aim, the whole of Jewry must speak and 
act now. The whole of the Continent would be in a state of 
poverty and chaos after the war. Millions of people would 
have to leave Europe, non-Jews as well as Jews. If the Holy 
Land was permitted to absorb one and a half millions of Jews 
in industry, trade, agriculture, and commerce, then to that extent 
they would ease the tension for the rest of the people in 
European countries 

Rabbi Silver was later the guest at a tea at the Jewish Institute, 
Parlier in the day a reception in honour of Dr. Silver had 
been held at the home of Mr Fred Nettler.

Gross Overcharging for Poultry 

At the suggestion of the Chairman, the Executive were given 
powers to imvestigate and take further steps in regard to the 
numerous complaints they were receiving about gross over- 
charging in respect to poultry.

Before a Jewish housewife could 
obtain kasher poultry she had to pay an excessive price. - He 
would like to warn butchers who were charging these prices that 
if they were convicted of this offence it would mean the WNpPoOsi- 
tion of a severe term of imprisonment and not merely a fine. 
He thought it extremely foolish of Jewish housewives also to 
encourage these butchers, and poor women were being driven 
to non-kasher butchers for their poultry.

PROFESSOR DIES IN CONCENTRATION 
CAMP 


‘The death is reported from Vichy of Professor Alexander 
Kulisher, well-known authority on constitutional law. He died 
last month in the concentration camp at Noe, France. | 

Professor Kulisher, who was S2 years old, was at one time a 
member of the Executive of the Zionist Revisionist Organisation. 
He was born in Russia, he studied at the Universities of Lenin- 
grad (then Petrograd) and Oxford. He emigrated from Russia 
in 1920 and settled in Paris, where he was a close collaborato: 
of .the Russian democratic leader, Pavel Miliukov. At the time 
of the fall of Paris he was working on a book sponsored by the 
Rockefeller Foundation. 

Attempting to cross the border into unoccupied France in 
November, 1940, the Professor was arrested by the French 
authorities and sent to the camp at .Gurs, whence he was later 
transferred to Noe.

SERMON FOR THE WEEK 


~ The Battle for Freedom 


HE Exodus from Egypt was one of the most epoch- 
TP making events of ali time, both in our own and in 

universal history. All men might well join us in cele- 
brating the Passover Festival and thus mark the dawn of 
human freedom, when liberated Israel began his world 
mission as the depository of the Divine laws of righteous- 
ness. Long had the sons of Jacob been in bondage until 
the battle for liberty had been won and the sun of deliver- 
ance rose “ with healing in its wings.” A wondrous miracle 
was then wrought when Providence transformed a mass 
of slaves into the chosen torch-bearers of the Sacred Law 
which first taught mankind eternal truths of morality and 
above all the most exalted doctrines of the fatherhood of 
God and the brotherhood of man. The breaking of their 
chains was thus the preliminary step to the emancipation 
of the soul of Israel from the vileness of Egyptian idolatry 
and degradation of life, the new charter of liberty was the 
necessary prelude to the manifestation of the power of 
true freedom to uplift the spirit of man to commune with 
the Creator. “ No man is truly free except he devotes him- 
self to the Torah,” say our Rabbis. It is only by the light 
of the Divine teaching, only by assimilating into his life 
the purest ideals of right conduct, that one can enjoy the 
richest blessings of freedom. 

We are living in stirring times that try men’s souls to 
the utmost. The sun of human liberty, for the time being, 
appears to have set in a sea of blood. By the violent 
suppression of all international law and equity, by the 
murder of innocent hostages: and other innumerable out- 
rages, nations are being enslaved to a soulless despotism. The 
cry of oppressed peoples has gone up to God by reason of 
their bondage, millions of men and women are hourly praving 
for redemption, Over many lands which formerly enjoyed 
peace and contentment, cach contributing in its own way 
to the development of the world’s cultural and economic 
life, there broods an almost incredible gloom of misery 
and hopelessness. The tragedy of the sufferings of the 
occupied countries Is unspeakable, and only our complete 
faith in the Divine Justice enables us to continue the battle 
for the defence of all that we hold dear, 


GAINST this conspiracy of evil and barbarism stand 

the virile democracies determined at all costs to defeat 
the enemy and once again inscribe the word Freedom on 
the banner of mankind. For, without this blessing. life 
would become one continuous plague of Egyptian darkness 
in Which “no man seeth another nor can move from his 
place.” Freedom for all men is our battle-cry, liberty of 
speech, liberty to live our own lives tn peace, each wor- 
shipping before the altar of his religious faith according 
to the free dictates of his heart. And even as deliverance 
came at the Passover of Egypt in the darkest hour so we 
are supremely confident that the Passover of the future 
will speedily dawn in triumph for our righteous cause. 

Ihe fiendish cruelty of the aggressor towards the nations 
he has crushed by his might makes it perfectly clear that 
there can only be one outcome ot the present world-wide 
conflict and that lies in the complete overthrow of the 
power of the enemy. And if this tis of such vital conse- 
quence to the democracies who believe in hberty tor men 
of all races and creeds, it is a matter of. life and death to 
the house of Israel, already so terribly afflicted by the war. 
Within a= short space ol time, we have secn a PricVOUS 
deterioration: in.the position of world Jewry. At long last 
we had emerged from the darkness of medieval ignorance 
and prejudice, so we fondly imagined. In one land after 
another we were winning our political rights so that the 
Jew was recognised as a wholehearted patriot enjoying full 
equality of civic status:with all other members of the State. 
[he prophetic teaching “ Have we not all one Father, has 
not one God created us?” was becoming a universal 
principle regulating the daily relations of men towards each 
other. The ancient barriers to advancement were being 
broken down and our prospects of permanent happiness 
seemed bright in the extreme. Recent events in some 
countries, alas, have proved that many of our brethren 
had been living in a fool's paradise. The spirit of bitter 
hostility towards the Jew was not dead, it had been slumber- 
ing and awaiting a suitable opportunity to burst into 
renewed active life. As in the past centuries, many of our 
people have been degraded to the condition of outcasts, 
the crime of being a Jew has brought untold sorrow, those 
who had sowed in joy were forced to reap in tears. 


*HE battle for freedom must be fought anew. The pall 
of misery that has resulted from the merciless perse- 
cution that has befallen many distinguished communities 
must be dispelled by the sunshine of victory. Our new 
redemption will bring joy and peace to the tempest-tossed 
world when the power of the Lord God is revealed to all 
people. “For the mountains may depart and the hills be 
removed, but My kindness shall not depart from thee, 
neither shall My covenant of peace be removed, saith the 
Lord that hath compassion on thee.” Through the present 
davs of disappointment and disaster, for we are passing 
through an ordeal of misfortunes in our war efforts, we 
must never allow a spirit of despair or defeatism to take 
possession of our souls, for in the hands of the eternal 
God of justice lie the destinies of mankind. Through 
suffering, nations, like men,.are purified and their spiritual 
energy is renewed to face and overcome the. perils of 
existence, We are upheld by the assurance that tortifes 
us in the darkest hour that though the day of victory may 
be slow in arriving it is certainly on its way, for “the ran- 
somed of the Lord shall return... and everlasting joy 
Shall be upon their heads . . . and sorrow and sighing shall 
flee away.’ With all our heart and soul, united by our 
resolve to restore happiness and peace to the world, we 
will continue our battle for freedom and go forward to 
the hour when the new Passover will dawn, and once again 
the song of thanksgiving unto God will be sung for “ He 
has triumphed gloriously.” For our Passover has ever 
been the festival of hope. We are the heirs to all the 
encouragement bequeathed by our past history and cheer- 
fully we will labour for the deliverance that is to crown our 
efforts for the cause of righteousness and justice.

The Refugees | 


AMERICAN VISAS STILL ISSUED 


Reports that the U.S.A. State Department had -instructed the 
United States Consulate in London to cancel visas granted to 
refugees from Nazi-held countries are denied in Washington. 

It has been authoritatively stated to the Jewish Telegraphic 
Agency that the State Department had instructed American 
diplomatic missions and consulates abroad to hold up the 
granting to “ enemy aliens " of visas which had been provision- 
ally authorised by Washington before America’s entry into 
the war, but not to cancel the visas. 


This ruling, it was emphasised, applied only to German, 


Italian, and Japanese nationals, and not to citizens or subjects 
of nations now occupied by the Totalitarian Powers (these latter, 
according to the U.S.A.’s latest ruling, include Austria). . Under 
this order, visas for enemy aliens, although previously approved, 
must be reviewed and again approved by the inter-departmental 


committee on visas before diplomatic missions or consulates 
may grant them. 


PASSOVER RELIEF FOR 3,000 


_ The question of providing Matzot and other Passover necessi- 
tics to Polish, Czechoslovakian. Stateless, and other war refugees, 
as well as to Polish and Czechoslovakian soldiers and airmen 
in Britain, has been considered at a conference of representatives 
of the Federation of Jewish Relief Organisations, the Polish 
Jewish Refugee Fund, the Federation of Czechoslovakian Jews, 
the Chicf Rabbi's Religious Emergency Council, and the Keren 
Hatorah Relief Fund. Dayan 1. Abramsky presided. Reports 
submitted showed that over 3,000 persons will be in need of 
Passover assistance 

It was resolved that a Joint Passover Relief Appeal Com- 

mittce be formed, representing all these organisations. 
Chief Rabbi, Dr. J. H.-Hertz. was elected President, with Dayan 
1. Abramsky as Chairman. The Treasurers are Rabbi Dr. I. 
Epstein and the Rev. H. Mayerowitsch. The Organising Secre- 
tary 1s Mr. A. M. Kaizer, and the offices of the Appeal Com- 
mittee are at 33, Soho Square, London, W.1. 

In connection with this Passover relief effort, an appeal has 
been issued to the Jewish Community, signed by the members of 
the Beth Din, Dayan Harris M. Lazarus, Dayan-I. Abramsky 
and Dayan I. Grunfeld. 


The Polish Jewish Refugee Fund is arranging for Seder Nights 
for refugees of all nationalities to be held at the Jacob Ebrlich 
Society, 69, Belsize Park, N.W.3. Refugees wishing to join 
in these Sedarim are asked to register immediately at the offices 
of the Polish Jewish Refugee Fund, 33, Soho Square, W.1

JEWS’ COLLEGE UNION SOCIETY 
Dr. Rawidowicz’s Presidential Address- 


The Presidential address to the Jews’ College Union Society 
was given last Sunday tn the Adolph Tuck Hall at Woburn 
House by Dr. S. Rawidowicz, Lecturer in Modern and Medieval 
Hebrew at Leeds University. His subject was “* Maimonides.” 
He confined his remarks to one of the céntral problems in 
Maimonides’ philosophy, which he -had been studying for many 
years, tracing it backwards to Saadia Gaon and pre-Saadia 
sources and examining its further development in the post- 
Maimonidic centurtes. He referred to Maimonides’ anthrop- 
ology, which was inseparably bound up with his theology in 
gencral 

After fully devcloping his theme, ‘the speaker showed how 
Maimonides’ philosophy, surpassing. the natural limits of 
* rational knowledge, became a kind of ladder sct upon the 
earth and the top of which reached to heaven—a ladder which 
was the dream of so many men since the time when our father 
Jacob saw it on his famous journey. Many philosophers, both 
in Isracl and among the other nations, had devoted their hives 
to the establishing of such a ladder between carth and heaven, 
between man and God—and also between man and man, nation 
and nation. In this sphere, Moshe ben Maimon occupied a very 
prominent place. . 

At the present time, when no such ladder was to be seen, when 
man had become the slave of his own tools and was being 
destroyed by them, in this world of ours devoid of the lead of 
reason, when so many nations boasted of having abolished all 
kinds of creative and constructive service for that link between 
God and man, when man was betraying his reason more than 
ever—now was it permissible, imperative, to turn their thoughts 
towards a great thinker in Isracl, who proclaimed and demon- 
strated the magnificence of a dynamic, moving, inspiring reason, 
full of love and passion. They, both as Jews and modern men, 
were more perplexed than ever. To remind them of their Guide 
to the Perplexed, of an outstanding guide in Israel, therefore, 
concluded Dr. Rawidowicz, was his main purpose that day. 

Rabbi Dr. I. Epstein, who presided, spoke of Dr. Rawidowicz 
as a distinguished scholar, brilliant speaker, writer, Hebraist, and 
philosopher. On the motion of Mr. E. Wiesenberg, Chairman 
of the Society, a vote of thanks was accorded to Dr. Rawidowicz. 
The Chairman was thanked on the proposition of Mr, A.

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SECONDARY SCHOOL EVACUEES 
Study of Their Reactions 


Some impressions ef his visits to secondary school groups in 
the reception areas were given by Dr. Nathan Morris at a meet- 


ing of the Jewish Rekgious Education Board at Woburn House . 


last week. Dr. N. Lucas presided. 

Ihe number of boys and girls seen in those visits, said Dr. 
Mortis, was about 600, half the total number of Jewish secondary 
school pupils now in reception areas. The principal object of 
the visits was to examine at first hand the effects of evacuation 
on the Jewish outlook of boys and girls who had been cut off 
from a Jewish environment for two-and-a-half years, the motive 
being the need of framing a suitable plan of cflective action. 

Secondary school pupils were selected, first, betause their 
numbers remained relatively stable in the reception § areas 
throughout the period, and secondly because evacuation was 
bound fo affect them more deeply than the younger children. 
But there was another and more important reason. The future 
communal leadership would be drawn largely trom among the 
‘boys and girls now training in the secondary schools—not official 
or public leadership, but the leadership of opinion, of the 
attitude to religion and culture and politics, which was formed 
in the close, intimate circles and gave to the life of the Com- 
munity its quality and its character. 

The method he adopted was to avoid giving formal addresses, 
but to invite questions and to encourage frank discussions on 
any subject that might trouble a Jewish mind in these fatcful 
days. The questions, of which -he gave cxamples, came in 
showers, and they opened a wide window into the mentality of 
some of the more miclligent of their younger generation. 

In the ceurse of a discussion, went on Dr. Morris, one group 
of scniors. expressed their view unanimously that there was a 
stronger Jewish community-fecling amongst them and a livelier 
micrest in Jewish things, because they were now thrown upon 
themselves. That was his own impression, gathered from many 
such d:. ossions. But what this fecling and interest would mean 
in reguece forms of Jewish life it was not casy to see. There 
were cross-currents: working and nothing was yet crystallised. 


‘ Debit and Credit 


Such an institution as the “ Dietary Laws,” to take a con- 
spicuous cXample, was in a State collapse. and tor various 
reasons there was a tendency to question the value of all 
ceremonial observance. That was the debit side. It showed a 
heavy, perhaps irretrievable, loss. Yet there was undoubtedly 
a credit side also. Such an mstitulron as education was 
strengthening, in form if not in substance. Many ot those boys 
and girls would have cut all connection with the Hebrew class 
were they at home. Here they attended as an expression of a 
sense of Jewish loyalty. Suggestions to form extra classes,” for 
Modern Hebrew, or Aggadah, or history, everywhere met with 
a good response. The same applied to the Sabbath services, 
which were fairly well attended and managed. But these services 
often deviated in a marked manner from the regular form. All 
this indicated coming changes in ther organised Jewish Ie. 
Were they materially and spiritually ready for them? The plans 
ol the Jount Emergency Committee would go a long way towards 
the necessary preparedness, but "the obstacles were many and the 
road in front was long and hard, almost too hard. 

[he most encouraging fact of all was that many of those 
young people had inherited the capacity, acquired by them tn 
the hard school of history, te create a community-life wherever 
fate might lead them and however unpropitious the circum- 
stances.

BRADIAN LEADER'S ADVICE ON RELIGION 
IN THE ARMY 


Some sound advice to members of the Brady Boys’ Club is 
contained in a letter in the current Bradian from Private Sam 
Ansell who, before joining H.M. Forces, was the active head 
and leader of the Club. 

He asks those boys who are anticipating “call up” to save 
every penny they can, as the little extra money will stand them 
in good stead when they are “in.” He advises those who 
cannot sew on buttons or wash socks and handkerchicls to get 
some tips from their mothers. There follow practical hints, 
pointers on kit, bearing, and other matters, bui it ts the last 
part of the letter headed “* Spiritual Welfare which will interest 
the “Club members as Jews. 

Private Ansell contends that although it is casy in the Army 
to let religion go by the board, a “ firm faith and companion- 
ship with the Almighty is a wonderful standby and encourage- 
meni.” He commends such an attitude to what he calls ~ the 
* browned-off ° merchants.’ and he asks members to take into 
the Army a copy of ** The Book of Jewish Thoughts,” or other 
work, so that even though no’ Jewish service be provided every 
week, they would be helped to think. , 

On the subject of “ Spiritual Welfare “ he concludes: 

One more thing. whilst am on ‘this Jewish quesiion. Tam scared to 
think what will become of our religion after the war if we allow this rot and 
negheence to continuc. For many reasons. the Jewish authoritics don't 
to be able to erapple with this problem, and ut ss iscumbent upon you and 
me who do care for the future of man and the Jew to do all we can now, 
not only to stop the rot, but to bring about the healthy and sincere tevival ia 
man of the spicut of Godliness, humility, and trendship 


The Brady Glub, which was one of four to transfer itself to 
the Bernhard Baron Settlement for the duration of war, ts now 
under the leadership of Mr. Drage. who for years was one of 
Mr. Ansell’s most ardent collaborators. Bradys “A.B.C. of 
Serving Members“ contains over 100 names, including those ol 
iS club managers. Does club leadership equip one tor the 
leadership of men? An analysis of the positions held by the 
18 club managers will help to provide an answer: Il comimis- 
sioned officers, 4 non-commissioned ranks, 3 privates. Not a bad 
record!

CAREERS. ADVICE 


Youne men who constitute the second half of the 1923 
class, those born from July 1 to December 31, 1923, are to 
register on April 18, under the National Service Acts, announces 
the Ministry of Labour and National Service. They will be 
medically examined after registration, bul tt ts not proposed 
that any of them shall join the Forces belore they reach the 
age of 18}. The age of 18} remains for the time being the 
minimum age at which men are actually posted to the Forces 
and it is unaffected by the recent Royal Proclamation, 

Provisional arrangements have been made for the calling up 
of the 1924 age class. Men born January | to June 30, 1924, 
inclusive. may expect their registration and medical examination 
in about six months’ time, i.¢., about September or October 
next, and to join the Forces by the end of 1942. Those born 
in the second half of the year 1924 may expect their registration 
and medical examination about a year hence, ic... about March 
or April, 1943, and to join the Forces by the end of Juac, 1943. 

Certain arrangements with regard to groups of students, in 
these age classes will apply (subject to alterations demanded by 
later circumstances), us they do with 1922} and 1923 men, The 
current arrangements which reserve medical and dental students, 
and which provide for the deferment of the call up of students 
taking certain specified scientific and technicad courses will apply 
to men born in 1924. Other students (mainly Arts students) 
born in 1924 who show more than average ability and have 
reached the Higher School Certificate or equivalent standard 
will be permitted to have a years course at a University pro- 
vided that. on entry to the University, they attest into the Forces 
and receive training in the Sentor Traiming Corps or University 
Air Squadron, Alier attestation they will be placed to the 
Reserve. and, subject to” satistactory progress and to the 
exigencies of the Service, they will be allowed to complete three 
terms in all at the University, then being called up by the 
Service Depariments. These arrangements apply to boys entering 
the University not later than October, 1942, but boys of scholar- 


* ship standard siting subsequently ior a scholarship Citamination 


may enier the University in January, 1943, provided they will 
not reach 19! before completing thei three terms.

Passover was the first of the three harvest 
festivals in Palestine, that is, the barley harvest, 
the first fruits of which were brought as otter- 
mes.

_ The’ Torah has many names for Passover. It 
is called Mos. the Passover, and aft, 
the Feast of Unleavened Bread: the first two 
nights are known as because 
God watched the children of Isracl when He 
brought them out of Egypt. It is also called 
BAM POT, because it is the season of 
our first freedom, which is so aptly mentioned 
in that song, ” And it happened in the middle 
of the night,” another of, the Seder hymns, 
which is sung only on the first night of the 
Festival. This verse which is taken from it 
will show you how it expresses the spirit of 
human liberty: 
* Oh haste that dawning bright, 
That is nor day nor night, 
But wake us to eternal life with Thee, 
From Thy exalted throne 
O make the message known 
oom, Thine shall eve and morning ever 
Thy city gird around 
Itlume the holy ground.

PASSOVER AND WAR-TIME DIFFICULTIES 


The food situation has not deteriorated <0 much as to make 
the observance of Pesach for eight days cither an impossibility 
or a danger to health. For those in the Services, our Council 
is providing the Passover requirements, in addition to the 
regular kasher food supplies. Your correspondent “Commando” 
would have been spared his trouble had he read your report 
of the soldiers’ Passover arrangements, in THe Jewisu Curonicie 
of March 13. In fact, communal organisations are doing more 
to provide Passover facilities than ever before. Observances, 
normally left to the care of individuals, are now organised for 
evacuees, Servicemen, refugees, as well as for the poor. The 
Passover laws are based upon two Biblical demands: that no 
leaven be eaten or enjoyed and that no Ieaven be kept in his 
possession, by any Israelite during the Festival. Derived from 
these are the prohibitions concerning foods or utensils. in 
which particles of leaven may be present. Perhaps not all our 
brethren are able or ready to observe a completely kasher 
Pesach, as m normal times. While Judaism does not provide 
for eencral dispensations, yet each mdividual can receive cuidance 
according to his particular circumstances by inquiring from 
a Rabbinical authority. Those to whom Torah is a treasured 
privilege will gladly undertake to keep a Pesach regulated in 
all its minutiae by the traditional laws of Moses and Israel. for 
they are animated by a love of the sacred commandments of 
Divine law. Passover im itself is one of the grandest pieces of 
Jewish education, to children and adults alike. It teaches us 
God and nationhood, history and hope. All of us can. by our 
losalty to this Festival, enhance our powers of self-discipline, 
so essential to ethical standards. Food-worship, as well as 
mammon-worship, is inherent in the idolatry of the golden 
calt, just as both those temptations are at the root of many 
current malpractices. Passover celebrates Jewish freedom. not 
libertmism, A Jewry united in its observance will have carried 
out a worthy act of national solidarity, and progressed one step 
further towards a modern liberation and rehabilitation “as in the 
days when we went forth from the land of Egvpt.”"—Rana: Dr.

Ihe clamour for the dispensation of certain Passover observ- 
ances only echoes what has been often repeated. As soon as 
the Fewish religion calls for a certain amount of sacrifice and 
di.comfort, there is a marked falling off in the previous 
enthusiasm for religious observan¢e Heretotore., Passovet has 
been worth keeping It was synonymous with good tood, 
pleasant surroundings, family reunions, etc. Now that luxury 
foods are not to be had, and certain basic foods unobtainable 
with a Hechsher, we see an immediate uproar for the abolition 
of perhaps evervthing except the eating of unleavened bread. 
This is merely one instance. We may refer similarly to Sabbath 
observance. How many of our people treat this vital part of 
our relymon as pseudo-fanaticnm and applicable to Biblical 
pernods only? firmly believe that it ts this fundamental lack 
of enthusiasm in the principles of our taith which prevents our 
facing the sacrifice entailed by the adherence to the so-called 


antiquated precepts, precepts which none will deny have been 
instrumental in keeping the Jewish race alive, and which despite 
the eflorts of the Progressive Jews. will heen Our race alive 
m the future. It is to the steadfastness of the tew who would 


move heaven and earth in order to keep the Sabbath day, who 
at ot only willing but happy to be able to manage with what 
foods are available for Passover, who are not always ready 


with the excuse “ war” for -hehtenine our reliious burden, 
that the future Jewish race will owe its survival, Let who will, 
th clamour for the removal of such and such a Din, of 
such and such a Mertzvah, and let us, in our mindtiul spirit ofl 
what as our dutv. do what we know 1s right

IN GIBRALTAR” 
I should like to clear. up some of the misunderstandings on this 


“Subject revealed in Stafl-Sergeant KersHaw’s letter in your issue 


of February 20. The question of providing amenities for Jewish 
Service men came under review several times, and on one 
occasion a club, the premises for which had been granted by the 
Trustees of the Hebrew Poor, who also made a grant out of the 
very much depleted local funds, was on the verge of opening 
when the building was requisitioned for use as barracks. Subse- 
quent attempts by me and, still later, by the committee of Stafl- 
Sergeant Kershaw failed because of the severe shortage of 
accommodation in Gibraltar.” The kasher canteen provides good 
meals at the very reduced price of Is. 6d. on weekdays and 2s. 6d. 
on Saturdays and Holy-days, On the great Holy-days, however, 
all meals were provided free to Jewish Servicemen (paid for out 
of communal! funds), an arrangement which has existed for ages. 
At one time all meals were provided free to Jewish Servicemen 
but financial considerations required this to cease. I do not 
recall that Staff-Sergeant Kershaw and Mr. Goldman “ held 
many religious services * nor that “ they were looked ‘upon as 
mtruders.” My recollection is that Mr. Goldman was looked 
upon more as one of us than anything clse, and I would suggest: 
that all new arrivals have been made just as welcome, both in 
our Synagogues and in our homes, as our limited circumstances 
permit. The statement that all the local people were concerned 
about was “ what we could make out of the boys,” is, to put it 
mildly, an absolute falschood. No suggestion was ever put 
forward that a contribution to the local funds should ‘be made, 
and when Staff-Sergeant Kershaw and some others offered one 
it was rejected. Private Freeman took “ Abel” in the usual 
form and attended the evening service, but a subsequent request 
for an extra service by others was refused on the grounds that 
(1) it was against the rules of the Synagogue for duplicate 
services to be held at different times; and (2) those who were 
to attend this second service had already attended the former 
one. An attempt to hold Services according to the Ashkenazi 
rite in a different Synagogue also failed. in spite of warm local 
support, owing to lack of sufficient attendance ‘and because there 
was no one who could efficiently conduct the service. A point 
of view frequently lost sight of by outsiders is that this Com- 
munity 1s only a fraction of what it was (and financially is in a 
very precarious state); and that the remnants of int still in 
Gibraltar who have not enlisted in the Services are living under 
practically the same conditions as the soldiers garrisoned here. 
Ther families are all away and it is all they can do to make ends 
meet S. D. Garsox, G.D.F. 20, Gibraltar.

FISH STORIES 
Two items in widely differing papers 
have caught my interest because they both 
deal with the same matter—the netting of 
freshwater fishoin the ponds and lakes 
Britain by Petticoat Lane purveyors of 
such delicacies. Carp. one of the fresh- 
water fish, used to be in demand, particu- 
larly at Passover time, In the Daiy 
EXPRESS, a reporter describes an interview 
he had with the eight Ruda_ brothers,

Mr. Ruda stated 
that there were tons to be had fron: the 
Broads, and “ forty years ago the Norfotk 
poachers sent us about 100 boaves a week 
(tut, tut! Has anybody, by the way, ever 
thought that the poachers would to-day be 
described as a “ black market Re-

habit of drinking water regularly at specific 
intervals (preferably between meals) 
throughout the day.

Into 
this drink go all the most valuable 
clements contdined in the vegetables 
and although the result can be 
most easily described as soup (and 
very good appetising soup, too, i 
it is properle prepared) you should 
now look upon it as a drink to have 
cither in the middle of the morning 
if you work at home, or last thing 
at night before you turn in. Tt will 
contain none of the tat or meat that 
you needed in your principal meals 
during the winter to keep you 
warm, but it will have the most 
dramatically good eflect on your 
complexion and vour figure, and 
will impart a new spirit of energy 
into you. 


Fresh Air & Sunshine 


No-one nowadays should need 
to be told about the absolute 
essentiality to health of a maximum 
of tresh air and sunshine. And in 
the early months of the vear the 
value of both these clements 
greater than later on. Sicep with 
your windows open and the black- 
out curtains drawn back (but den t 
forget thet are drawn. back lor 
any reason you are tempted to put 
on the light while it ts sull dark), 
and spend every minute you can in 
the fresh ar.

The catastrophe which has overtaken the immediate producing capacity 
of rubber available for the Allied Countries has concentrated attention on 
increasing the supply of synthetic and reclaim. While there can be little 
doubt that a substantial temporary saving of crude rubber can and should 
be effected, there can be equally littl doubt that after the war the use of 
reclaim will decline The report was adopted.
